Tr»in Robber Morganfleld Get* EigliUwn 


Tear* in the Penitentiary. 


STAFFORD C. H., Va., March 1.—It was 


4 o'clock when the prosecuting attorney 
closed his two hours' argument in 
winding up the Aquia Creek train rob- 
bery case, and ten minutes later the 
jury return with its verdict. 


"Gentlemen of the jury, look upon 


the.prisoner." said Clerk Bryan. "Have 
you agreed upon your verdict?" 


"We have," replied Foreman Jones, 


in a firm voice. 


"Is he guilty or not guilty?11 
"Guilty," said the-foreman and the 


verdict was handed up. 


It is as follows: 
"We, 
the jury, find the prisoner, 


Charles Morgan, alias Charles Augus- 
tus Morganfield, guilty as charged in 
the indictment and fix- his term of 
confinement in the penitentiary at 
eighteen years." 


The judge asked Morgan if he had 


anything to say why sentence should 
not be pronounced. Half raising him- 
self, Morgan said: "I was not ready 
for trial and had no idea it would be, 
tried at this term' of court. I was not 
physicall}' or mentally in .condition to 
be tried and did not mean to be tried 
in this condition." 


"The 
court sees no reason in that 


for.not passing sentence," said Judge 
Ash ton. 
"Yon 
have had a fair trial. 


The jury is one of the best. You have 
had a good counsel In view of the 
very strong evidence in the case you 
are very fortunate in not receiving the 
extreme penalty of the law. The 
judgment of the court is that you be 
taken to the penitentiary in this state 
and there be confined for a period - of 
eighteen years, but the execution of 
the sentence will be suspended until 
the fifth day of April nest, to' enable 
yonr counsel to apply for an appeal." 


The~prisoner'e counsel at once moved 


for a new trial, on the ground that the 
verdict was contrary to the law and 
the evidence, and that the jury did not 
understand the"evidence- 'This motion 
was'ovemiled, and counsel escepted, A 
motion in arrest of judgment was then 
made, and this was overruled and ex- 
cepted.

gave it up. The land was finally sold 
for taxes and the titles of the present 
holders are based on that sale.

of the would be benefactor are now 
seeking to recover the land, some of 
which has been placed in excellent 
condition during these years and is 
now valuable. The C. P. & V. railroad 
runs through the land, formerly known 
as the colored settlement.for a distance 
of several miles. '

As Jesus loved 
John most among the disciples, so this 
family was closest to His heart of. all 
the famiUw on earth. "This is one"of 
the places which tell ns how truly JesuB 
is our brother."—Sadler.

According to a German "Review of 


Science for the Year ."lS94," there is a 
process now under triaJ in that country 
and also in France for making sugar 
"synthetically" by -means of common 
illuminating "gas. The gas first enters 
a box provided with a porous partition 
upon which platinum has been depos-. 
ited by some secret process known only 
to the' inventor. The platinum parti- 
cles act upon the atoms of gas and 
those of the vapor which is introduced 
at the proper time. In close contact in 
this manner, condensation ard precipi- 
tation occur, the residue being com- 
mercial sugar of great purity and of 
highest grade. The cost is said to be 
much less than that of producing beet 
sugar, and the owners of the gas -sugar- 
making secret- -'claim -that .-they -will 
eventually drive all other .sugar pro- 
ducers out of the business.

How to Trent Ink Spot*. 


Ink stains are hard to deal with, but 


mnch may be accomplished if they 'are 
only treated in time. One good remedy 
is to.tear blotting paper to pieces and 
hold the rough edges on the ink when 
it is freshly spilled. If there is no 
blotting paper at hand cover the spot 
with Indian meal, or liquid ink may be 
absorbed by cotton batting. When ink 
Is spilled the -first care should be to 
prevent it from spreading. Another 
way. of preventing ink stains is to im- 
mediately wash the stained article in 
several waters and then in, milk, letting 
it .soak in: the milk for several hours. 
Another -manner of 'removing all or- 
dinary ink stains is to wasn the article 
immediately in vinegar and water and 
then in soap and water. No matter 
what is used for removing- the ink, the 
stain must, be-rubbed well.

A SANE 
MAN. 


A Peculiar Inquest of Lunacy in 


Probate Court This Afternoon. 


The Subject Evidently tlie Victim of a Sen 


Mtiou»l Plot (or Iteveug«—The Judge 


Dl»oh»rge» the Caie with a^Kelinlce— 


Other Court aud Jail Items. 


A sensational story of revenge and a 


carefully planned plot to get rid of a 
.husband were revealed in an inquest o 
sanity in probate court this afternoon 
The subject of the inquest was appar 
ently as sane as any man in the cour 
room and his story entirely plausible 
and rational. 


Yesterday afternoon Fred Warneke, 


of Fourth street, called at probate cour 
and filed an affidavit allepinfr that Wil 
liam Brigps, of Twin Creek, was in 
sane and a proper subject for an in 
quest. The warrant was placed in the 
hands of Deputy Sheriff Henderson 
who went after th« man last evening 
Arriving at Briggs' home he surprised 
the neighbors by his inquiry as to 
Briggs'sanity. They all replied that 
he was perfectly sane and seemec 
amazed at the charge. 
Henderson, 


however, had the necessary warrant 
and waited for his man, who had not 
returned from Adams county where he 


N- is working. He finally returned 'and 


came to the city about midnight with 
the officer. The jail authorities were 
unable to discover any traces of insan- 
ity and credited the story the man told" 
Briggs and Warneka married" sisters 


Of late Briggs and his wife have been 


having some difficulties growing out of 
the wife's failure or refusal to send 
their five children to school. The 
father insisted that they should go ajnd 
this difference resulted in several quar- 
rels. 
Last Tuesday morning before 


daylight Mrs. Briggs skipped out and 
came to Portsmouth staying at War- 
neke's. The little ones were left alone 
the father having gone to Adams 
county to work. Nothing more passed 
between them until the filing of this 
affldavit^of^lunacy. 
Mr. Briggs says it 


is clearly a case of revenge or a scheme 
to get rid of him. He acknowledges 
having abused his wife but says he was 
aggravated by her refusal to send the 
children to school. Formerly he would 
take them to school in his wagon as he 
was going 10 work but since changing 
his place of employment the 
mother 


•has refused to send them. 
He also 


says that she would persist in giving 
things away that he would purchase 
and bring home, coffee, sugar and other 
groceries. 


Mr. Warneke himself acknowledged 


to the authorities that he didn't think 
Mr. Briggs was insane but said he 
wanted to "got the law on him." 


The inquest revealed that the conple 


had been quarreling for twelve years 
and that this was merely a scheme to 
get some sort of a charge against the 
man. 
The judge discharged Briggs, 


dismissed the case and told them to go 
home and, settle their family differences 
themselves.
